But for the 
Sake of the Country-People, fo 
numerous and neceſſary a Part 
of our Fellow-Subjects; it is 
certainly the Duty of all thoſe 
that are ſenſible of it, to uſe 
their beſt Endeavours to get 
it put n: better e.

And if you can propoſe a
